OF THE 


Board of Education, 


TOWN OF DANVILLE. 


Our schools are of stich vital importance to the welfare of 
our town, that every one should feel an interest in their suc- 
cess, and be alive to any measures that promise to increase 
their efficiency. 

During the year the South school-house has been thorough- 
ly repaired, and a new shed built. It was found that the nec- 
€ssary repairs were more extensive than at first supposed, and 
the expense has exceeded the appropriation $94.16. Two of 
our school houses are now in a good condition, and with a 
small outlay at the proper time, can be kept so for several 
years. | 

We would be pleased to report the North school equally for- 
tunate in its location, and hope to be able to do so in the near 
future. 


14 SCHOOL REPORT: 

The house formerly known as No. 1, has been shingled, but 
neither house can be kept comfortable during the winter. 

The North school has been in charge of Miss Susie M. Clif- 
tord, who has added to her reputation as a teacher of the first 
tank by the success that has attended her effurts in this school: 

Miss Henrietta M. Peaslee has been retained in her old po- 
sition at the Centre shool, and it seems almost superfluous to 
say that the standard of the school has in no way been lowered. 

The South school has been taught by Miss Lizzie M. Bakie, 
who, although new to Danville, is not a novice to the art of 
teaching. | 

On account of the size of this school, it is impossible to give 
each scholar the same amount of attention that is given in 
smaller schools, a disadvantage that cannot be overcome under 
the present system. 

We suggest that if some of the scholars should attend the 
Centre school, it would be an advantage to them and to the 
schools.
